unadorned war review before the 
House of Commons yesterday was 
another of hts masterful efforts and 
one which mast increase Allied con­ 
fidence in the state of our global 
conflict 
Mr Churchill is indeed an inspir­ 
ing 
speaker. 
For 
twenty-seven 
vcars now I ’ve been listening in the 
gallery of commons to his brilliant 
addresses, or reading them in tile 
world's press, almost hoping whim­ 
sically at times that he would dis­ 
play sufficient weakness to deliver 
a bad one. but thus far he has failed 
me. 
Hard !>ays To Come 
Without encouraging over-ronfl- 
dence—indeed with a warning of 
hard days to come—the Prime Min­ 
ister’s summary clearly showed that 
we are on the road to victory both 
in Europe and in the Orient. How­ 
ever he displayed hts usual astute­ 
ness In refusing to predict when tile 
European war will end. He couldn’t 
guarantee tt would be this year, or 
yet dial it would extend into next 
year. but (Just a fillip of cheer) it 
-may not be so far away. 
Of far greater importance than 
the date of wars end was his as­ 
surance that the big threc-B ntatn 
Russia and the United States —* 
still are “absolutely united " Indeed. 
as I see it. this was Ute outstanding 
point in his speech. 
Unity Is Vital 
Unity among these three dominant 
powers is vital not only to the win­ 
ning of tile war but to peace. A rup­ 
ture in the partnership likely would 
mean a third world conflict. 
Mr 
Churchill assured commons 
that “none of the ground made good 
at Moscow or Teheran" has been lost 
despite disquieting articles in the 
Soviet press. He might have added 
that there also have been critical 
editorials in the American and Brit­ 
ish press. These rather sharp ex 
changes have caused no little public 
concern, and it’s good to have the 
Prime Minister's reassurance. 
With this I think we must link 
Churchill’s insistence that Britain 
is intensely Interested in maintain­ 
ing Poland's independence—a state­ 
ment wlijch applies equally to the 
United Slates. 
Now tliat's vastly 
important, for I take it to mean that 
while the western Allies recognize 
tliat unity among the big three is 
essential to peace, yet this doesn’t 
involve I he abject of surrender of 
high principles by any one of the 
trio, We stand erect. 
Status Of Poland 
Mr. Churchill was of course an­ 
swering the fear expressed by some 
that Russia intends to take over 
not only the Polish territory she oc­ 
cupied in 1939 but perhaps other 
Polish territory as well. 
He assert­ 
ed his 
conviction 
that 
repeated 
Moscow declarations for a strong, 
independent Poland “represent the 
settled policy of the Soviet Union." 
The 
Prime 
Minister 
confirmed 
that he and Stalin had agreed at 
Teheran "upon the need for Poland 
to obtain compensation at the ex­ 
pense of Germany both in the north 
and west.” 
This means that the 
Allies have contemplated giving a 
reconstituted Poland the German 
province of East Prussia and some 
territory adjacent to Poland on the 
west. 
So at least this much dis­ 
memberment of tile Reich is under 
consideration. 
At the same time Churchill reit­ 
erated that the unconditional sur­ 
render which lias been demanded 
"does not mean the German people 
will be enslaved or destroyed. Un­ 
conditional surrender means that 
the victors will have a free hand. It 
does not mean that they are entitled 
to behave in a barbarous manner, 
nor dial they wish to blot out Ger­ 
many from among the nations of 
Europe." 
This presumably was intended to 
counteract Hitler's propaganda th a t 
the Alheb intend to enslave the 
Germ ans and destroy the Reich, Bv

There have been numerous occa­ 
sions during the war when a large 
Jap fleet was reported to be at Truk. 
This great base, which is one of the 
strongest ever developed, could shel­ 
ter the Mikado’s entire Navy easily. 
However, the exigencies of global 
conflict have compelled the Nip­ 
ponese to keep their main strength 
in home waters, to 
protect 
the 
motherland, while Truk has been 
used as the chief station for the 
central and south Pacific operations. 
The American force which carried 
out the devastating raid on Truk 
last week undoubtedly was much 
disappointed that it didn’t find more 
warships in the anchorages, though 
unhappy Tokyo thinks the Yanks 
did well enough as it was. On Feb­ 
ruary 4 two United States photo 
planes took pictures of Truk, and 
on their return to their home base 
Captain James Q Yawn, of Bogue 
Chitto, Miss., a member of one of 
the crews, reported th at he had 
counted twenty-five warships at one 
spot, adding: 
It looked like tile 
whole 
Jap 
fleet was down there, and I saw 
only a part of one of the anchor­ 
ages.” 
Anyway, "the whole 
Jap 
fleet” 
wasn’t there v.hen we attacked in 
force a fortnight later. Tile answer 
may be that the Japs, who saw the 
photo planes at work and turned 
anti-aircraft guns on them, took the 
appearance of the photographers as 
presaging a major attack and moved 
the greater portion of the Truk 
fleet to safe waters. 
This would tend to substantiate 
the idea—widely held among Naval 
men—that the Japs will try to avoid 
a big battle with our Pacific fleet 
until the day of terrible reckoning 
when they will have to defend them ­ 
selves in home waters. It probably 
means also that they no lonrcer will 
risk basing a large fleet on Truk, 
since our recent advance into the 
Marshall Islands will enable as to 
raid the base by sea or by air more 
or less at will.

Lancaster. Pa., Feb. 23 (AP) — 
Aaron H. M artin is one of Lancaster 
county’s storied plain people—and 
he detests rationing. 
He’s never registered for a ration 
book—doesn’t believe in it. 
When 
war and points came, M artin and his 
wife and five children began making 
their own shoes, raising and pro­ 
cessing their own sugar cane, and 
doing without what rationed foods 
they couldn’t produce on their own 
fertile lands. 
Monday night the rugged, 59-year- 
old farm er gave up his one-man 
fight against coupons and what he 
calls regimentation. 
To Farm in Mexico 
Ile packed his family and few re­ 
maining belongings into a Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad train and set off for 
a land where, as he put it, "there’s 
no rationing and a man can do as 
he pleases.” 
Hereafter the Martins are going 
to farm it in the state of San Louis 
Potosi, Mexico. 
"Tile peons down there,” says 
Martin, "are mighty friendly.” 
Midway in his war on points, the 
farmer left his family here and went 
to San Luis Potosi to investigate. 
Tile simplicity of living below the 
border attracted him, and lie no 
longer listened when officials of his 
Wenger 
Mennonite 
church, 
his 
neighbors and relatives, urged him 
to remain in the United States. 
Instead, in one full swoop, he sold 
his 80-acre farm, his belongings, a r­ 
ranged for one draft-age son, Levi, 
19, to hire out with a neighbor 
farmer here and told his other chil­ 
dren, age from nine to eighteen, 
that they’re about to enter upon a 
new and richer life. 
He left his money in a Lancaster 
bank, and told the clerks he would 
send for it as soon as lie has picked 
out a good farm. 


But the net result 
Is that you pay more, not less, taxes 
this year—unless you entered the 
armed services in 1942 or 1943, in 
which case you may be entitled to 
a refund. 
In the average civilian’s case, In 
addition to settling up anything 
still due on your 1943 taxes, you 
must pay by March 15 one-half of 
the uncanceled portion of 1942 taxes. 
Remember, to begin with, that the 
payments you made on your 1942 
Income tax last March and June 
were applied, instead, against your 
1943 tax liability. 
"Forgiveness” 
Congress enacted 
this "forgive­ 
ness’’ feature: 
Either 75 per cent or 650. which­ 
ever amount is larger, of the lower 
year’s taxes (1942 or 1943) is cancel­ 
ed. 
Let’s assume for the moment th at 
your 1943 taxes are larger than 
1942: 
If your 1942 tax was $50 or less, 
it’s canceled entirely. 
If it. was more than $50 but less 
than $66,67, exactly $50 of it is wiped 
off the slate. 
But if it was more than 666.67, 
you still owe 25 per cent of It. For 
example, if your 1942 tax was 6100, 
you still owe $25—of which half, 
$12.50, mast be paid this March, 
and the oilier half next year. 
However, if you’re in line for a re­ 
fund on your 1943 tax—if too much 
was withheld from your pay, for 
instance—the internal revenue col 
lector can apply it against the 
whole amount of your uncanceled 
1942 tax. 
For Service Men 
Those whase 1943 income was less 
than 1942 were required 
to file 
declarations of estimated tax last 
fall and pay at least the equivalent 
of their 1942 taxes. So these persons 
still owe 25 per cent of their 1943 
taxes—instead of the full bill. 
T hat’s for civilians. 
If you entered the armed forces 
in 1942 or 1943, and your 1942 tax 
was greater than your 1943 tax, 
something else happens. 
Then you’re entitled to figure your 
1942 tax again, eliminating all your 
earned net income for th at year. 
That means all your wages, salary, 
fees or other income earned by per­ 
sonal service—up to $14,000. 
Tile 
first $3,000 of income always is 
treated as earned, even if some of 
it came from interest and dividends. 
$1500 Exempt 
In 
a great many 
cases, that 
means your 1942 tax becomes zero. 
Since the first $1500 of service pay 
is exempt from tax—in addition to 
the regular exemption—your 1943 
tax also may well be zero. 
Then 
you can apply for a refund of any 
tax you’ve paid on 1942 income. 
However, if you had enough civil­ 
ian income in 1943 to owe a tax on 
it, you’ll also owe an additional 25 
per cent of it. T hat is, if your tax 
on 1943 civilian income figured to 
$100, you’d actually owe $125. 
We ll take up the tax problems of 
the serviceman’s wife later in this 
series.

Claims Self-Delemw 
Detective Sergeant Robert Murray 
who reported Miller told him he had 
shot in self-defense, said that in 
addition to the pistol used in the 
shooting another was found on the 
seat of the car beside Lind, wrapped 
in an envelope. 
It had been dis­

Traffic policeman Ernest B. Dick­ 
erson arrested Miller and detained 
Mrs. Miller as a material witness. He 
sai^ Miller, when arrested, had been 
holding a .38 caliber pistol.
